Walsh—Well, 
understand what 
when you say ‘“‘maximum 
amount.” Hays-—Well, Sena- 
tor, I say my recollection is 
that his contribution, or any 
amount that he would be ob- 
ligated for, or would pay in 
any event, was wu maximum of 
$75,000. 

Walsh—To whom was the 
payment made? Hays—wWell, 
it was made to the committee. 

Walsh—You did not han- 
die the fund in eny way? Hays 
—Yes, I helped to handle the 
fund.

Denies Any Taint of Oil. 

Hays wound up his statement by 
saying he did not even know that 
there was a Continertal Trading 
Co, and that “there was no conneéc- 
tion whatever, ~between Sinclair’s 
gift or loan or guaranty for tne 
National Committee’s purpose and 
any of his dealings with respect to 
oil leases.” 

‘During the year I was in the 
Cabinet,” he added, “I never heard 
of any negotiations with respect to 
oi] leases and never thereafter till 
I read the announcement in the 
newspapers.” 

Thompson's Loan $150,000. 

Before calling Hays the inves- 
tigators inquired about loans made 
to the National Committce by Wil- 
liam Boyce Thompson, one time 
chairman of the Republican party 
Finance Committee, 

William Wallace Jr. of New 
York, eounsel for Thompson, gave 
testimony on this point. He pre- 
sented a doctdr’s certificate that 
Thompson, who now is at Palm 
Beach, was unable to appear be- 
cause of high blood pressure, 
which in 1926 caused a stroke of 
paralysis. 

Wallace testified that Thomp- 
son lent the Republican commit- 
tee $150,000, which subsequently 
was paid off. The witness said he 
took the statement of the men in 
Thompson's office who handled the 
affair and checked this against 
the National Committee records. 

Thompson’s counsel said there 
were two notes, one for $50,000 
and the other for $100,000. The 
larger contribution was made in 
the name of H. E. Dodge, an em- 
ploye of Thompson, but the funds 
came from Thompson's personal 
family corporation. ' 

Recorded as Loan to Employe. 

The first loan was made Oct, 1, 
1920, and the second Oct. 14, 1920, 
Wallace said. The repayments 
were 5 per cent Jan. 21, 1921; 190
